dalous Reports, upon me and the people 
called Quekers: The time wherein he 


took the occaſion to Forge theſe Lies,

ſeven Months after, theſe: Reports came 

in Writing from TW to my ge |

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and 1n a ſhort time after I (ent a Letter 
jn the way of Reproof to him, ( which 
with his Report is here inſerted) which 
was Read before him, and ſome of the 
Chief of the Town : And his anſwer 
was, He was to goto London, aud would 
prove what he had ſaid to our Shame : But 
neverdid, nor would cometo my Houſe 
when he was in London; And although 
I ſought for him at ſeveral places where 
he Lodged, yetI could not find him : 
And1 being a man clear of fuch rhjngs, 
and the people among whom I walk, of 
a better Diſcerning, than to ſit undera - 
Teſuits Miniſtry, who are alſo Scanda- 
lIized thereby. 
 Ttlay upon me togo from Zondor to 
Harwich to clear my ſelf of this Scandal, 
where I had a meeting with this Prieſt, 
and ſeveral people of the Town; but 
the Prieft (aid, He did not know me, not- 
withſtanding I related theſe Circum- 
ſtances, which is here in my Letter in- 
ſerted : And alſo told him of his un- 
| ſound Exprefſions, which he defired my 
Judgment in, when he was at my Houſe, 
(I know not whether he ſpoke as his 
Judgment, or to Infhare me ) which 
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was pn this wiſe BP, Marriage was an 
Indifferent thing : And Queried, hy 
ſhould a man be bound te one Woman. At 
which [ was troubled to hear him {© 
ſpeak, and asked him if he did believe 
the Scriptures were true 3 but I do not 
remember what anſwer he gave me: 
But my Reply to his Query was, Mgr- 
riage was an Ordinance of God, and In- 
ſtitmted by the 7 ord in Feradice before 
aan fell, and that itwas Tuſs in the ſight 
of God that every mean fhonld have his own 
Wife, and Whoremongers and Adulte- 
rers God will Fudge : But at the Relati- 
on of theſe things the Priei# was very 
. Angry, and ſtill. affirmed, He did wot 
know me ;, but the people were ſatisfied 
he had abuſed me, and many were 
aſhamed of him; and alſo I have Ser- 
vants can teſtify I am the man he In- 
quired for at my Shop, and that he 
came up into my Chamber where I was 
Reading, and continued more than an 
Hour, and was ſeveral times at my 
Houſe afterwards. 
But as for the Diſcourſe, or what 
paſt between us, when he was firſt at 
my Chamber; it was much on this wile,

| which he inquired after, and ſeemed 
| very Serious, and as things opened in 

my heart according to my Judgment 

and Belief I anſwered to this effe&, That 

I Believed, Chriſt Jeſus taſted death for 

every man, and was a Tropitiation for 

our ſins; and not for our ſins only, but for 

the fins of the whole World, and that he 

hath given bis good 0 pirit to inſtru? man,

lead them as believed in, and obeycd it, 
into Truth and Righteouſneſs and Peace 
with God ; which is more precions then 
all the Glory of this World : And that 
' "this manifeitation of the Spirit of Chriif 
Jeſus, was the univerſal gift of God to all 
mankind, to lead them up to God again, 
from whom they were fallen through Tranf 
greſſrorn, which gift of this Bleſſed Spirit 
goes under many names (to wit) The ſure 
word of Prophecy, the Light o of C Arif Te- 
ſus, the Ingraſted Word , which is able 
to ſave your ſouls, the Word nigh in the 
' Fleart and Mouth, which Paul ſaid was the 
word of Faith which we Preach: ; the Grace 
of God which brings $ chvation » which 
ha th appeared to all men, which was the 
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Saints Teacher of Old, and through all 
Ages nnto this day; and Holy men ſpake 
Aa as they felt its operation in their 
earts ; aud as they grew up into its na- 
tare : It was ſaid ye have an Union fron 
the holy one, and ye know all things, and 
that enointing which ye had received abi- 
deth in you,and he need not that any man 
ſhould teach you, but as that anginting 
teachetb you of all things, and is true, and 
zs no lie, ( and this is that Bleſſed Trin- 
ciple we dire# all people for Salvation 
to) that they may believe in it and obey it, 
for we teſtify for God, there is no people 
under Heaven, that have any good IX 
in their Hearts, or true breathings in their 
Jouls towards God: but it ariſeth from 
this Bleſſed Principle and Gift of Gods 
Spirit, which comes through Chriſt Jeſus, 
and is his Spiritual appearance in the 
Hearts of his people in this Goſpel day, al- 
though many ſtumble at it , and cannot 
Ro /o o, ” believe in that which pix the 
ecret oftheir Hearts reproves for fin; but are 
ready to. ſay of it as the feng Pha- 
riſees ſaid of Chriſt,ls not this the Carpen- 
ters Son , (z contempteble thing) who be- 
lieves on him? Doth any ofthe Rulers or the 
MWeS: A 3,  Cbie 
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Chief Prieſts, but 4 company of Iguoruut 
people who are accnrſed; and know not the 
Law; andis it wot fo at this day 8 The 
Lord open the eyes of people, thet they may 
ſee where they are, and what they are 4o- 
ing, and turn unto him who [mites in the 
ſecret of their Conſciences for Sin and Re- 
bellion, that he wright heal them: And 
much to this Effet was my Teſtimony 
to this man, who hath ſo abuſed me ; but 
I can ſay the Lord humble him ,, and 
give him a Penitent Heart, that he may 
fmd mercy in the day of Judgment.

( himſelf not being Habited like a Prieft, 
to prevent Juſpition) got an opportunity 
to ſpeak to him: After a Complement, 
told him, he ſhould be very glad to be 
further Acquainted with him 3 for that 
he liked his Sermon very well, being 
performed like a Scholar : The pretend- 
ed Quaker exſwered, He was no Scholar, 
but a Shoe-maker , He then deſired to 
hnow where he Lived; who told him, He 
Lived at a Houſe near Alderſgate 3; The 
Prieft told: biz , He would come and 
buy ſome Shoes of him: And after ſome 


other diſcourſe parted. A few days afier be 
Went Jr cg and finding the Shop, asked 


the Servants if there was not a (uaker li-

ved there ® was anſwered Yes, he 
was above-ſtairs; #por which ( ſeein g the 
Stairs inthe Shop) went ſorthwith up, 
when he came into the firit Room, looked 
about him, and ſaw a Door into another 
Room, which he went into, and there 
found his ſappoſed Quaker at his Books, 
baving a very great Library in his Cham- 
ber, ſeveral Books lying open before him, 
ſome of which were Greek : Upon his ſs 
ſudden coming. in, the ſaid Quaker was 
ſarprized, and very angrily a5k'd him how 
he came there? and what his buſineſs 
was ? He then told him, He wondered he 
ſhould tell ſuch a Lie to him the other 
day. inſaying he was no Schellar,where- 
as now be found to the contrary, and 
which he did ſuppoſe before, bat was wile 
ling to be ſatisfied with other Dif 
courſe, ſo went away 5 and ſoon after went 
fo the Biſhop of London, and acquainted 
him with it, \told him he believed he was 
0 Quaker, but that be aſſumed the Name 1o 
deceive, but rather that he was a Jeſuit,

Zeſnit preaching amongft them, and by _ 
circumſtances ] es the Man thou preten- 
deſt to be the Jeſuit: And not by re-

ſaiſt, The Jeſuit had a Library of Books, 
and ſnme of them were Greek. O thou de- 
ceitful Man, what doſt thou promiſe to 
thy (elf by making theſe Lies? For [am 
a Shoemaker, and have no Language but 
my natural Tongue, which 1s Ezgliſh, 
and alſo thou waſt at my Shop, and be- 
ſpake\ Shoes of 'me ſeveral times, and 
paid(t me for them,and pretendedlt great 
love to, me, and defiredſt to lodge at 
my Houſe, but I (ſeeifig thy fawning Spi- 
rit) could not give way to it.

weighed in the Ballanceof Equity, and 
art found as light as Vanity, and the 
Wrath of the Lord hall conſume thy 
covering, and thee with; it, except thou 
repent, who makeſt Lies thy Refuge; 
and alſo how couldſt thou be ſo jimpu- 
dent to report ſuch horrible Lies, That by 
#he Biſhop of London 1 was apprehended 
and committed toPrijon, and there remain, 
being found to have a hand in thePlot2But 
I am not of ſuch principles, but have 
learned the Command of Chriſt Jeſus, 
which is, To love Enemies. And I abhor 
the thoughts of ſuch things in my heart, 
whichthou haſt laid to my charge, nor
